CAMPANULA  PERSICIFOLIA  “TELHAM  BEAUTY” 

This  plant  appeared  some  }Tears  ago  in  one  of  the  great  Eng¬ 
lish  gardens  and  was  imported  into  the  United  States  in  1919  be¬ 
fore  the  quarantine  went  into  effect.  It  is  the  finest  form  of  the 
peach-leaved  Bellflower  known,  bearing  flowers  of  beautiful  form 
and  color  and  of  extraordinary  size.  It  is  still  very  rare  in  the 
United  States  as  it  cannot  be  grown  from  seed  and  can  only  be 
propagated  by  division. 

I  am  fortunate  in  having  the  true  stock  and  shall  be  able  to 
offer  plants  next  summer.

SPECIALTIES  —  (Continued) 
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CAMPANULA  PERSICIFOLIA 
(Peach-leaved  bellflower) 

This  great  border  plant  is  too  seldom  seen  in  all  the  beauty 
of  which  it  is  capable.  Its  outstanding  characteristics  are  the 
clear,  pure  colors  and  delicate  texture  of  the  open  bells,  which  are 
borne  on  three  to  five  foot  stalks  and  bloom  in  June  and  July. 

My  plants  have  been  selected  from  named  varieties  of  Lad- 
ham’s  Giant  Hybrids.  The  flowers  are  much  larger  than  ordinary 
varieties  and  are  carried  on  tall  stout  stalks,  making  an  outstanding 
plant  of  striking  beauty. 

These  campanulas  do  well  in  a  partly  shaded  situation,  and 
like  a  rich,  rather  heavy  soil  with  plenty  of  lime.  They  need  fre¬ 
quent  division  or  else  the  many  growths  sent  up  will  exhaust  them. 
The  best  covering  in  winter  is  a  two-inch  layer  of  peat  moss.  Under 
this  blanket  the  foliage  will  stay  fresh  and  green  all  winter.

DIGITALIS  (Foxglove) 

Foxgloves  should  be  planted  as  early  as  the  ground  can  be 
worked  so  that  they  may  become  established  before  blooming  time 
in  June.  Rich  ground  with  plenty  of  humus,  and  some  shade  suit 
them.  Below  I  offer  two  strains  of  unusual  beauty.

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SCABIOSA  CAUCASICA 
(Blue  Bonnet) 

Remarkable  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  plant  of  late 
years,  and  it  has  been  developed  from  a  pretty  but  somewhat  non¬ 
descript  flower  into  one  of  the  most  beautiful  we  have.  The  deli¬ 
cacy  and  refinement  of  form  have  been  retained,  but  the  pale, 
wishy-washy  color  has  been  transformed  into  beautiful  shades  of 
blue  and  lavender,  the  flowers  much  increased  in  size,  and  the 
petals  ruffled,  while  the  stems  have  been  lengthened  and  strength¬ 
ened.  They  are  exquisite  cut  flowers  and  will  remain  in  good  con¬ 
dition  for  a  long  time.  The  crowning  merit  of  Scabiosa  is  that  it 
blooms  incessantly  all  summer  and  up  to  heavy  frost. 

Culture  is  simple.  The  main  requirement  is  full  sun  and  plenty 
of  lime  in  the  soil.  To  increase,  divide  the  roots  very  early  in 
spring.

T.  Ledebouri  is  distinguished  from  the  rest  of  the  Trollius 
family  by  flowering  in  June  instead  of  in  early  spring,  and  by  its 
large  open  flowers  and  tall  stature.  The  flowers  are  borne  on  three- 
foot  stems  and  are  a  glowing  orange  gold  that  is  very  beautiful,  and 
with  the  dark  green,  deeply  cut  foliage  make  a  most  handsome 
plant.  It  will  grow  in  sun  or  shade  but  it  must  have  plenty  of 
water  during  the  growing  season.  For  this  reason  some  peat  moss 
in  the  soil  is  beneficial.  To  increase  divide  after  flowering.

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VIOLAS 
(Tufted  Pansies) 

No  other  plants  will  give  a  greater  return  to  the  gardener  for 
the  time  and  trouble  expended  than  the  violas.  They  are  the  easi¬ 
est  of  plants  to  manage,  and  if  their  few  requirements  are  met  the} 
will  give  a  wealth  of  flowers  of  lovely  colors  from  earliest  spring 
until  heavy  frost. 

They  need  good  fresh  soil  that  is  deeply  dug  so  that  the  roots 
may  go  down  to  find  coolness  and  moisture.  Contrary  to  the  usual 
practice  they  should  be  planted  in  full  sun,  but  never  allowed  to 
become  dry,  and  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  to  seed. 


VIOLA  “JERSEY  GEM”  No  viola  has  yet  appeared  to  sur¬ 
pass  this  in  value  to  American  gardens.  It  will  stand  hot 
summers  and  drought  as  will  no  other  member  of  the 
family.  The  rich,  violet  flowers  bloom  profusely  all 
summer. 

To  propagate,  lift  the  old  clumps  in  autumn  or  in  early  spring 
and  divide  into  a  number  of  pieces,  each  of  which  will  grow  quickly 
into  a  blooming  plant.  It  is  wise  to  divide  every  year  as  young 
plants  are  more  vigorous  and  will  bloom  more  freely  than  old 
clumps.

pin.  New  growths  will  spring  up  in  the  center,  and  these  will 
be  the  blooming  stems  next  spring.

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VIOLA  ODORATA  “ROSINA” 

This  lovely  little  violet  of  American  introduction  is  becoming 
more  and  more  popular  as  it  becomes  better  known.  It  is  a  true 
hardy  violet,  with  single  flowers,  soft  pink  in  color,  and  possessed 
of  the  most  delicious  perfume  of  which  a  violet  is  capable. 

“Rosina”  blooms  outdoors  in  early  spring  and  again  in  autumn 
until  heavy  frost.  Last  year  my  plants  were  continuously  in  bloom 
from  early  September  until  long  after  Thanksgiving  Day,  the  flow¬ 
ers  becoming  larger,  the  color  deeper  and  the  stems  longer,  as  the 
weather  became  cooler.  It  is  a  strong  grower  and  should  be  di¬ 
vided  every  other  year.  It  may  be  planted  in  full  sun  but  it  prefers 
some  shade  in  summer.  Its  chief  requirements  are  rich  soil  and 
plenty  of  moisture.  It  is  very  hardy  and  in  winter  needs  only  the 
usual  protection  of  straw  or  some  peat  moss.

MYOSOTIDIFLORA  (Siberian  Bugloss)  Apart  from  its 
botanical  classification  this  has  no  resemblance  what¬ 
ever  to  A.  Italica,  except  that  they  both  like  a  shady  sit¬ 
uation.  Very  early  in  spring  sprays  of  true  forgetmenot 
flowers  appear  and  at  the  same  time  the  foliage  starts 
to  grow.  The  leaves  are  heart  shaped,  very  large  and  a 
beautiful  dark  green.  Growing  to  a  height  of  one  foot 
they  spread  into  a  splendid  clump  that  remains  in  good 
condition  and  an  ornament  to  the  garden  all  summer. 

Clumps  should  not  be  disturbed  for  several  years 
as  they  increase  in  beauty  yearly. 

Try  planting  A.  Myosotidiflora  with  clumps  of 
Doronicum  Clusii.  Both  bloom  at  the  same  time  and 
both  like  rich,  moist  ground,  and  shade .

They  are  in  bloom  at  the  same  time,  the  colors 
blend  beautifully,  and  the  Eupatorium,  which  grows  about 
two  feet  high,  makes  an  ideal  screen  to  hide  the  bare 
stems  of  the  asters. 

Eupatorium  is  about  the  latest  of  all  the  perennials  to 
appear  in  the  spring,  not  showing  above  ground  until  June.

TALL,  BEARDED  IRIS 

While  August  and  September  are  the  best  months  of  the  year  in  which 
to  plant  Iris,  it  may  be  planted  in  spring  with  perfect  safety,  and  it  will 
bloom  the  same  year  if  it  is  put  in  very  early  before  growth  begins. 

Any  garden  soil  is  suitable  for  Iris.  The  only  necessities  are  thorough 
drainage  and  sunshine.  Do  not  use  manure  in  the  ground.  If  it  is  nec¬ 
essary  to  fertilize,  use  bonemeal. 

The  figures  following  the  name  of  a  variety  are  the  official  ratings 
given  by  the  American  Iris  Society,  the  first  figure  being  the  rating  as  an 
exhibition  flower;  the  second  figure  being  the  rating  for  its  landscape  or 
garden  effect.  Any  iris  rated  above  80  is  considered  exceptionally  good. 

The  name  and  date  given  in  parentheses  are  the  name  of  the  originator 
and  the  year  the  variety  was  introduced,
